tems of that institution, tiled thenr report 
with the Senate to-day arid, in a very 
direct manner, hold the Board of Regents 
of the university responsible for the lo.~s 
occasioned by that perfidy amounting1 to 
over $51.000. They say that members of 
the board, bee;iuse cf their negligence.. 
are under obligation to make good tin? 
deficit and recommend that proper pro- 
ceedings be innitutt.-d to obtain a reim- 
bursement of the losses. 


The committee also recommend that, 


hereafter, in the erection of State build- 
ings, products of California which meet 
the test required by builders and archi- 
tects, when the- co-st is not greater be 
used IP. preference to foreign material. 


THE REPORT.

ama not only cannot defeat General 
Kuropatkin, but stands in danger of 
defeat himself. 


It is cowardly, therefore, for Russia 


to ask for mercy with all the men and 
money essential to a sucessful war. 


Second—All the forces o£ criticism 


now directed against the government 
for having fought rather than yield 
to legitimate interests, and for having 
failed to win -victories would be con- 
tinued with increased- fury against the 
government. 


A government 
that 
would crave 


peace of Russia's enemy while still ca- 
pable of winning victory would be 
giving the party of change genuine 
grounds for a revolution. •

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A Negro Herr Most. 


The negro prea.cher in New York who suggested that it would 


have been a good thing if an anarchist had made an attack on the 
White House when Booker Washington visited the President is an 
example of the ill-balanced intellect which is unable to reason from 
cause to effect. 
His remarks were a plain intimation that it would be 


a good thing for the negroes if somebody were to assassinate the 
President and Mr. Washington. The President is the most conspic- 
uous and resolute friend to the negro in American public life and 
Booker Washington the most useful and enlightened man his race has 
yet produced on this continent. Yet it is a negro who declares that 
both should be assassinated. 


The remarks of Rev. Morris imply that the President of the Re- 


public and the most distinguished colored citizen in the nation should 
perish at the hands of a negro. Suppose some fanatical and intellec- 
tually disordered negro, inspired by the exhortation of Rev. Morris, 
should slay these two men, what would be the consequence to the 
negro race' A wave of popular resentment against negroes would 
sweep over the entire country. Black men would be mobbed and 
driven out of hundreds of communities, and the sentiment which is 
.vigorously protesting at the North and South against negro lynching 
would be silenced and overborne. The enemies of the negro every- 
where would have a club placed in their hands which they could wield 
with deadly effect. 
Disfranchisement would be justified in the eyes 


of vast numbers now in opposition to such treatment for the negro. 


Rev. Morris says negroes have been disfranchised in five States 


since Washington became prominent as a leader of his race. As a 
fact, negroes are not wholly disfranchised in any State, and the dis- 
'ability now resting upon those disfranchised can be removed by the 
negroes themselves. All they have to do in any State to get the bal- 
lot i= to educate themselves and acquire property. This Is precisely 
what Washington advises them to do. Rev. Morris would have 
negroes prove their capacity for citizenship with the torch and the 
dagger of the assassin instead of by the arts of thrift and industry. 
Aside from the criminality of his policy, it is the height of folly. 
The 


negro would invite a retribution terrible even to contemplate. 


Washington was not responsible for the unfair franchise laws 


enacted in several of the Southern States. 
Nothing that he ever said 


encouraged such legislation, nothing he ever did tended to justify it. 
His work, his example, his teaching all went to formulate a most ef- 
fective protest against race discrimination. He is blamed for counsel- 
ing peace instead of violence. The criticism is foolish. 
He recogniz- 


ed conditions, appreciated the obstacles in the path of the negro, and 
he wisely taught that the road to the negro's elevation was through 
education, training for useful endeavor, thrift, sobriety and industry, 
rather than through political agitation which constantly subjected col- 
ored people to the hostility aroused by partisanship, coupled with race 
antagonisms. He argued rightly that the negro, with a home of his 
own and money in the bank, would command the respect of his white 
neighbors without demand on his part. 


Compared to such mouthing agitators as the Rev. Morris, Booker 


Washington is a statesman, a philanthropist and a patriot. He 
is 


trying to make useful enlightened citizens of the negroes, while Rev. 
Morris would teach them to be incendiaries and assasins. 


The Hull Commission Verdict 


If the unofficial statement given out in Paris correctly outlines the 


judgment of the Hull Commission, the result of the inquiry is both 
farcical and abortive. The court has euchered Great Britam^by the 
rankest of devices—passing by and ignoring the vital point at issue. 


In this case the vital point was the presence or absence of Japa- 


nese torpedo boats among the Hull fishing fleet. According to the 
unofficial statement the court has made no finding as to whether there 
were Japanese torpedo boats in the North Sea or not. This leaves un- 
determined the main issue as to the credibility of the Rusian officers 
and the measure of their justification for firing on an inoffensive fleet 
of fisher boats. 


The court also seems to have placed on Great Britain the burden 


of proof, reversing the ordinary rule of adjudicature. 
The British 


side was required to prove the firing was wilfully culpable, while the 
statement of the Russian officers that they thought they were firing on 
an enemy was taken as justification for the outrage. This view dis- 
misses common sense and the facts of the case. The excuse 
would 


suffice for shooting into every English vessel encountered by the 
Russians on the high seas. 


The mere statement of the 
offenders that they believed them- 


selves threatened by a foe is of no consequence unless backed up by 
evidence showing that they really had ground for such belief. Wan- 
ton outrages similar to the firing into the Hull fleet can be committed 
with impunity if such absurd excuses as those offered by the Russian 
Admiral and his subordinates are accepted as a valid justification. 


The unfortunate phase of the affair is the backset it will give to 


arbitrament as a means of settling international disputes 
If nataons 


are riven «ood reason to believe their rights and honor will be juggled 
with in arbitration courts, then they will refuse to trustwch tribun- 
als 
Furthermore, the tenor of the unofficial statements indicates that 


national sympathies and prejudices colored the opinions of the court, 
and dictated what is in reality a whitewash of Russia instead of a judg- 
ment on the facts. The opinion of the court is merely a special plea 
offered in extenuation and excuse for what the circumstances indicate 
to have been a wanton and malicious outrage. 


THE STATE NEEDS IS A HISTORY THAT SHALL 


BE A REAL HISTORY. 


The mention in the OAKLAND TRIBUNE of the name of 


George C. Gorham, in connection with a quotation from one of his 
speeches, recalls the fact that we have no account, written by any of the 
participants, of the stirring political days in which George Gorham 
was the center around which the struggle waged. 


The generation of today does not know what the "short-hairs" and 


the "long-hairs" were and cannot conceive that the expression "chiv- 
alry and shovelry" ever had an actual, vivid meaning in the political 
history of California. The development of the. Union party and, after 


j the war, the disintegration of that party, form togehter one of the most- 


j interesting stories that ever thrilled a reader. 
Its plots and counter- 


plots puts the modern novel to shame, and its climax in the great cam- 
paign of 1867, when the Democrats swept the State and H. H. Haight 
defeated George Gorham for Governor of California, was as sensational 
as anything ever written. 


There were many causes that helped to place the Democrats in 


control after having been out since the opening of the Civil War. 
George Gorham had done some politics to get the nomination of the 
Republican party and the fierce campaign within the party, before the 
convention, had left its scars. Again, on the subject of Chinese im- 
migration his opinion ran counter to that of the majority of the voters, 
for he had publicly announced, while each of his competitors for the 
nomination tried to avoid a direct statement, that, although he was op- 
posed to the coolie system, he had no enmity against the victims of it. 
At that time the most powerful paper in California was the Sacramen- 
to Union and the Union turned against Gorham. The San Francisco 
Bulletin, then edited by George Fitch, followed the lead of the Sacra- 
mento journal, and the result of the warfare within the party was a 
sweeping victory for Haig'it and the Democrats. 


That campaign of 1876 should be remembered m Nevada county, 


for in that year R. C. Farquhar, the Union candidate for clerk of the 
Supreme Court, while standing at his desk in the courthouse in Ne- 
vada City, was blown up and kiled in an explosion of gas that wrecked 
the courthouse. E. G. Waite was placed on the ticket in his stead— 
another Nevada county man in whose career this county always took a 
deep interest. 


When Mr. Gorham became Secretary of the United States Senate 


and gradually drew away from Californian affairs, we think that he 
made a great mistake, both for his own interests and for those of the 
State. 
California needed 'Such a bold spirit,and it should be remem- 


bered that it was George Gorham who, in the Republican State Con- 
vention twenty-five years ago, enunciated, in thei face of the most bit- 
ter opposition, the doctrine, that has now been adopted by President 
Roosevelt—that the needed reform in railway affairs was a fair read- 
justment of rates. 


It is imposible that a man who took such an active interest in pub- 


lic affairs did not preserve some of his correspondence and some kind 
of a memorandum book of his work. The State should obtain those 
documents. The State needs a history that will be a real history— 
not the Bancroft kind, paid for at a dollar a line, or less. We need a 
life of Leland Stanford. We need a life of "Duke" Gwin. We ought 
to have a life of Aaron A. Sargent. The Memoirs of George Gorham, 
an Autobiography by George K. Fitch, an Autobiography by Will S. 
Green—these are works that should be in existence. 


As it is, the only narrative of value, correctly written, that we 


have from the pen of an eve-witness and participant, is the story of 
Broderick and Gwin, by the late Jame O'Meara, _and that, we are in- 
formed is out of print—Nevada City Miner-Transcript.

A Backset For River Improvement. 


It looks as if the River Improvement Bill would fail without even 


coming to a vote. Its failure will be largely due to the tactics of its 
advocates in going ahead without consulting certain large landed in- 
terests along the Sacramento and San Joaquin districts. 
It was pro- 


posed to levy a special tax on lands lying above flood water mark to 
assist in defraying the cost of reclaiming the lower lying lands. A 
child could have foreseen that this proposition would provoke vigor- 
ous protests. The protests have come at a time when the friends of 
river improvement are least prepared to silence or meet them. It is 
evident a tactical blunder has been made, which it is now too late to 
rectify before the session closes. 


Aside from that, the River Improvement Bill struck another snag 


in the fear that the scheme outlined by the River Commission would 
destroy the deep water approaches to Yallejo and Port Costa and in- 
jure the lower bays for navigation purposes. There is grave reason 
to believe that the carrying out of the proposed plan would transform 
San Pablo bay into a shallow settling ground for river detritus brought 
down in flood' season. So the protests of the landowners are reinforced 
bv opposition to the scheme on the part of those who believe it will 
inflict irreparable damage to navigation interests.

The effective, moving. vLtaliz 
Ing work of the world is done between 
the ages of 25 and 40, those tU'teen golden 
years of plenty, the anabolic or construc- 
tive period, m which there is always a 
balance in tne mental bank and the credit 
Is stilt good.

To modify an old saying, a man is sane 
morally at 30. rich mentally at 40, wise 
spiritually at 50, or never.

"My second fixed idea is the useless- 
ness "of men above 60 years of age, and 
the incalculable benefit it would be in

MILK DEALERS ORGANIZE. 


CHICAGO. February 23.—Milk con- 


sumers of Chicago are now confronted 
by a combination of all the large dairy 
firms m the city. Tiie leading dealers 
have met and quietly effected an or- 
ganization w'.iich, it is said will be able 
to control nearly the whole supply of 
milk. 


Two explanations for the combina- 
tion were offered. Labor men saw in 
the movement a plan to present united 
strength in resisting the demands re- 
cently filled by 2000 milk wagon driv- 
ers for increased wages. 
Small milk 
dealers predicted the alliance would 
result in eight-cent milk, a figure 
which the large firms are known to 
have desired for the last two years. 


The moving- spirits of the o'rgamza- 


tion themselves declared that the as- 
sociation was formed "for the general 
improvement of the milk; business." 
Thirty concerns controlling over 300 
dairies and milk depots in Chicago 
compose the newly formed organiza- 
tion

Dominicans also desire such a change 
in Article ~ as will provide against the 
landing of troops in the Republic.

FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


"The report of the Finance Committee 


to the Board of Regents, made on the 
12th of April. 1004. respecting the defalca- 
tion of said secretary, is as follows: 


" 'Your Finance Committee begs leave 


to submit the followign report of the 
defalcation of your late tecertary, W. A, 
McKowen. 
Upon the discovery of his 
dishonesty in office, and after "consulta- 
tion with President Whoeler. the firm of 
Knight. McLaren & Goode were employed 
to expert the books, and the statements 
as herein made into summarized from the 
exhaustive reports 
submitted 
by that 


firm. 
\W- append the following excerpts 


from their various statements. 


A 
" 'In the late secretary's account no 


irregularities have come to light as re- 
gards 
disbursements and 
tho 
whole 
amount of his shortage represents the 
misappropriation of moneys received. Up 


to the present time, we have established 
beyond question a deficiency of ?51,47S.76

'"At the beginning of the defalcation 
the secretary appears to have used the 
cash 
wh^ch came in by way of stu- 
dcnt.s' deposits, holding out, until some 
time after their receipt, checks which 
had com'e into his hands—ultimately de- 
positing them with the treasurer to make 
up the proper amount of students' de- 
posits and other similar income and cred- 
iting them to the account to which they 
belonged when he had come into posses- 
sion ot other funds.

" 'The system seems 
to 
have 
been 
that, 
when 
the 
statements 
rendered 
monthly by the treasurer were received 
at the'office, then and not until then the 
receipts of money during the month were 
entered in the cash book. 
'"These 
receipts 
included 
students' 
deposits, fees and money received from 
other sources which had been paid into 
the secretary's offlce at Berkeley and 
later deposited with the treasurer, but 
It appears that the late secretary never 
kept any record of this in permanent 
form, making his distributions when the 
treasurer's account came in either from 
the stubs of recLi.ns or loose memoranda 
or from mcmori1.

" 'All of the savings banks' deposits, 
being the investments of certain of the 
funds, have been found to be intact. 
" 'The total appropriation of moneys 
received from 
tho medical department 
amounted to 526,8-11.12; of this amount, 
$9703.38, in form of checks and warrants, 
was deposited with the treasurer, but 
credited 
tt> other accounts from which 
money has. 
)een stolen; presumably by 


deduction, from students' deposits. 
" 'The 
other 
accounts 
from 
which 
moneys were retained are as follows: 
" 'Levi Strauss scholarships, $1750, but 
check was deposited with treasurer as a 
credit to students' deposits in place of 
proper account.

" 'Check from .the Alumni Hail fund 
made to order of Regents of the 'Univer- 
sity of California, and endorsed by W. A. 
McKowen, acting secretary; this is the 
cheek upon which suit against the First 
National Bank of Berkeley has been com- 
menced. 
AH other checks from dona- 
tions were made to W. A. McKowen, sec- 
retary. 


BEGINNING OF DEFALCATION. 
" 'If is virtually impossible to fix the 
beginning of the defalcations, as amounts 
collected from the students' fees were 
covered 
up 
by 
receipts 
from 
other 
sources, these being made good 
from 
.subsequent donations, and in the absence 
of record of actual time of receipt of 
moneys, no estimate can be made. From 
(he obtainable data it would appear that 
in 1901 possibly $9940.15 was embezzled; 
in 1902, 523,117.13, and in 1303, $17,391.48; 
of this $17.391.48. $6702.37 was appropri- 
ated subsequent to August, 1903, to and 
Including the date of the discovery of the 
default. 
" 'All .endowments from which funds 
were misappropriated 
have'been 
made 
good upon the books of accounts of the 
University by a charge 
• 'W. A. Mc- 
Kowen, Suspense,' of the total amount 01 
the defalcation.' 


NO SUPERVISION 
BY REGENTS. 


"The said secretary kept the books of 
the said Board of Regents, and, so far 
as the evidence discloses, there was np 
supervision exercised over the secretary 
by the Board of Regents or the presi- 
dent of the University with reference to 
keeping the accounts and the receipts of 
money collected for the University, ex- 
cept that the said Board of Regents em- 
ployed John J. Ilerr to make an occa- 
sional examination of the books, 
The 
testimony of Mr. Herr on this subject was 
that he never examined the books ex- 
cept when asked to do so by the secre- 
tary himself; that he was often delayed 
and put off in the examination by the 
said secretary, on his excuse that the 
books were not posted up and ready to 
be audited. 
After each examination of 
tlie books made by said auditor, he gave 
'to the Board of Resents a certificate of 
his- examination, 
naming 
thetein the 
books that he had examined, which, in 
all cases, he reported he found correct. 
The books included all 
of 
the 
books 
showing the financial transactions of the 
Regents of the University, except, 
in 
some cases, the minute book 
of 
the 
Regents and the books or ttie treasurer 
and the books of the medical department 
of tho University. 
Auditor Herr made 
no report of shortage or defalcation by 
the secretary. 


HERB'S

"It appeared by the testimony that, in 
tho yearb 1900, to and including 1903, 
examinations were made by Auditor Hen 
as follows:

"Thus, it will be seen that the books 
were not audited for the period of one 
year, extending from December, 1902, t.o

Regents of cash received by the secre- 
tary that were not entered in the cash 
book, in which entry should have been 
made, notably In one particular instance, 
an item of $500 (being a donation to the 
University by the Emmanuel-El Fellow- 
ship in Semitic languages) was given to 
President Wheeler, and by him reported 
to the Bo-wd of Regents at their follow- 
ing regul£ meeting.

"That a proper audit of the books would 
have discovered the omission and put tlv> 
auditor and Finance Committee of the 
Regents upon investigation of the ac- 
counts. 
Another Instance m which the 
irregularities of the secretary could easily 
have been discovered is found in a state- 
ment received from the treasurer of the 
Regents srediting a donation by Claus 
Spreckels to the University, amounting to 
$11,675 S2. The item was erased by a 
pen mark through it, and changed to read 
•medical department fees.'

AUDITOR 
SHOULD 
HAVE 
DISCOV- 


ERED. 
'The above irregularities are so glar- 
ing that 'the auditor should have discov- 
ered the same, and, even had the Regents 
examined 
the books, 
the irregularities 
would have-been readily discovered. 


REGENTS LET 
BOND EXPIRE. 


"It further appeared from the evidence 
that the Hoard of Regents had fixed the 
amount of the bond of, the secretary at 
only 55000 as security against defalcation, 
but that the Board of Regents had evert 
allowed this bond to expire on or about 
the 1st of July, 1903. without renewal of 
the same; the defalcation of the secre- 
tary was discovered in December of that 
year; in other words, that the secretary 
was without bond for about six months. 
We further find that upon the discovery 
of the defalcation the Board of Regents 
recovered from said McKowen certain real 
and personal property of doubtful value; 
approximating $5000; that 
the 
Pacific 
Surety Company, who bonded said secre- 
tary, has refused to pay the amount of 
said bond, alleging that it is exonerated 
by breach of the conditions of said bond. 


NO AUDIT YET 
BY REGENTS. 


"It appears, further, that in auditing 
the accounts of the "University, neither 
the auditor nor the Regents of the Uni- 
versity made any examination, and have 
not, to this day, caused an audit or ex- 
amination to be made of the treasurer's 
books or the books of the medical depart- 
mRnt. It appears that It has been, and is 
now, the custom for the treasurer to fur- 
nish a monthly statement* of moneys re- 
ceived by him. and that the said secre- 
tary, McKowen, used this statement from 
which to post his books. 
"FINANCE COMMITTEE-DERELICT. 
"Your committee further finds that the 
Finance Committee of 
the 
Board 
of 
Regents, since 1000, gave no time at all to 
a personal examination of the accounts 
or personal supervision of the books; that 
they gave no instructions whatever to 
said auditor as to the manner or how 
the books should be audited, and took 
no steps to ascertain whether or not the 
system of keeping the accounts was ef- 
ficient for the purpose. 


SYSTEM STILL DEFECTIVE. 


"The committee further finds that im- 
mediately after the said defalcation was 
discovered the said Board of Regents em- 
ployed the firm of Knight, McLaren & 
Goode, expert bookkeepers, to devise a 
better system of keeping tile accounts of 
Raid University; that the system recom- 
mended by said experts is a great im- 


I provement upon the former system in use 
at said institution-, but that the same is 
still incomplete, in that the said expert 
system does not provide for duplicate or 
triplicate receipts, or, In fact, any system 
of giving receipts by the treasurer of the 
medical department, which, in the opin- 
ion of tho committee, is essential to keep 
a proper check on the receipts of said 
institution. 
ACTING SECRETARY NOT STATU- 


TORY OFFICE. 


The committee further finds that al- 
though more than one year has expired 
since the dismissal of said secretary, Mc- 
Kowen, the said Board of Regents has 
failed to fill said position of secretary, airl 
said office is now vacant; that the duties 
are at present performed by a person 
designated as 'acting secretary,'- which is 
not a statutory office and not provided 
for by any permanent rules or regulations 
of the Board of Regents. 
COSTLY 
NEGLIGENT OF 
FORMER 


ATTORNEY. 


"It appears from the evidence that the 
University Is now involved in litigation 
to recover a loan made by it on what is 
commonoly known as the 'Turner mort- 
gage," involving between $40,000 and $5u,- 
000. 
It cannot be stated at this time 
whether there will be a totai loss in this 
matter or not 
The litigation is the re- 
sult of negligence on the part of tho 
former attorney of the University. 


• 
COSTLY FOREIGN C&miENT. 


"A number of complaints were made 
to the committee that in the construction 
of California Hall (built out of appropria- 
tions made by the State of California) 
the cement and other material was Im- 
ported at a price far in excess of the 
California product, and is in no way 
superior to home products. Xo evidence, 
however, was taken on these, matters, 
as the same were beyond the scope of 
authority of this- committee. 


PROVIDE SYSTEM OF RECEIPTS. 


\Vnerefore, Your committee respect-- 


fully recommends: 
"First—That the Board of Regents Im- 
mediately provide a system for examina- 
tion and auditing of the books of the 
treasurer and medical department of th-j 
Unlvorsitv, and provide for a system of 
triplicate receipts, to be given by the 
treasurer and persons receiving fees for 
tho medical department and for any other 
officer or department of the University 
receiving money for the said institution, 
similar to the plan now adopted for secre- 
tary, and that t^e OOOKS relating to fiscal 
transactions be experted at least semi- 
annual ly. 


REGENTS SHOULD PAY LOSS. 


"Second—Your committee, while fully 


appreciating the fact that the Regents of 
the University are serving 
thfe State 
without pay, and purely out of ft, feeling 
of patriotic duty to the University, yet 
recognise that in doing so the Regents . 
have assumed an important trust—one 
that when once undertaken should be ! 
executed with care and diligence. The 
loss sustained being one that could have 
boon avoided by the ordinary care and 
diligence that the Regents would have 
exercised in their own business, leads the 
committee to the 
conclusion that 
the 
Regents are under obligation to reimburse 
the funds 
oC the University to the full 
extent of the defalcation by McKowen. 
"Third—We. therefore, recommend that 
3roper proceedings be taken to obtain re- 
mburscrnent of the &aid losses. 
"Fourth — Your 
committee 
further 
recommends that the Regents should use 
in the construction and furnishing of all 
buildings the exclusive products of the 
State of California in all cases where the 
same is available and meets the test 
required b>* builders and architects of the 
same character of building in 
private 
work, where the cost is not greater than 
the foreign article." 
The report is signed by Senators Car- 
ter, chairman; Laikens, I>eeke, Selvage 
and 3a.nford.

JOSIAH 
BOSWELL, 
WHO 
HAS 


ROAMED OVER TWO CONTI- 


NENTS PASSES AWAY. 


Josiah Boswell, king of the Gypsy tribe 


bearing his name and who spent'eighty 
years in roaming over two continents, 
died yesterday afternoon, at 3 o'clock, at 
his camp in this city, which has for forty 
years ' been the Boswell headquarters in 
the United States. 


The camp Is located at San Pablo ave- 


nue and Thirty-ninth street, and at the 
time of his death Boswell was surrounded 
by his followers, who deeply mourn his 
departure. 
Boswell had been in splendid health 
until about four years ago, when his wife 
ditd as the result of an accident, having 
been thrown out of a buggy. 
At that 
time he was 76 years old and he never 
got over the shock. 
The old king was the last of the Eng- 
lish Boswells, who immigrated more than 
forty yeai-s ago 
from 
England, 
They 
could trace their people back to the fif- 
teenth century, when there came into th« 
British Isles from 
the 
Continent 
the 
swarthy rornads whose origin is said to 
have been in India. 
The BcsweUs were attracted to Cali- 
fornia by the stories 
ot wealth 
and 
climate and the tribesmen followed their 
king and queen. 
In Oakland they, es- 
tablished themselves and from here they 
sent out their trading expeditions up and 
doa-n the coast. 
The Boswells gained 
repute' as keen, sharp 'traders, but tbey. 


were accounted strictly honest and were 
in favor among those with whom they 
did uusinoss. 
They engaged principally 


in horse dealing. 
Of Eoswcll's family there remain two 
sons and a daughter. 
Ten of the Bos- 
veils and their immediate family lie n-t 
. est in a beautiful plat in Mountain View [ 
Cemetery, where thf nged chief will i>e i 
buried. His body will be jilaccd' in a fine ' 
coffin, no expense being spared by his 
retainers to give him a burial in keeping 
with his rank among them. 
Their own 
peculiar funeral customs will be observed. 
But these will be supplemented by the 
solemn rites of the Episcopal Church, of 
which the Boswells, from the time of the ! 
establishing of the Church of England, 
have been communicants.

as a disease of the marsh lands. Rome 
was prevadcd with maiarie. 
In 1712 
the di&cnsc was first differentiated; 
in 


1SGI malaria was confused with yellow 
fo\cr and typhoid; it was thought in 18ti6 
that the disease existed as a gas. In the 
5ear 1SSO La\ary, a French surgeon, dis- 
covered the fact that malaria was of 
parafeiuc origin 
Mason 
in 
1S94 
sug- 
gested the possibility that the parasitic 
gurms nere conveyed by mosquitoes. This 
Wets confirmed in 1S97 " 
Dr Hadden then went on to speak of 
the affects of the parasite on the human 
body, development and 
life c> cle of the 
parasite, the svmptoms and occurrence of 
i ho disease. 
In bringing out the above 
points Dr. Haclden 
supplemented 
his 


lecture w ith numer ous charts and draw- 
ings. In closing he spoke of the especial 
importance of research work along tho 
abme Lines to California 
"All discussions and 
research work 
pertaining to this disease ate of interest 
to California—as malaria, \<* very preval- 
ent throughout the State. There is bard- 
ie a valley free fiom it 
The disease In 
this State, however, is not of the general 
type, but often assumes '\agiie and m- 
detimte symptoms." 


At the close ot! the lecture Professor 
Woodward of the Entomological Depart- 
ment of this University spoke briefly 
upon the steps being taken m California 
to exterminate the mosquito and upon 
the plans for future working along thefa.3 
lines.

Wheelan of San Francisco, who was 
a classmate of President Roosevelt, fa- 
vored the Church Club of Christ Epis- 
copal Church with an interesting ad- 
dress last nisht at the Guild Hall on 
Grand street on the topic, "Democra- 
cy's Need and the People's Xeglect." 
He said In part: 


"We do not find In a despotic form 


of government that the people worry 
over governmental affairs. In a demo- 
cratic form of government civic duties 
of the most sacred nature are imposed 
upon every good citizen and it is when 
we neglect our civic duties that our 
nation begins to go down hill. 


"Look at the conditions prevailing 


throughout our 
government, and es- 


pecially in the cities. Virtuous people 
and corrupt officials cannot be linked 
together. No government arises above 
its people and its officials 
in merit. 
Liberty, when once lost through de- 
basement of character is never re- 
gained. 


"We have been deprived of a large 
part of our political heritage by bosses, 
despots who are responsible to no law, 
and who are as venal as Judas Isoarlot. 


"If George "Washington, the Father 


of his country, were to visit his belov- 
ed land now and ask who were the rul- 
ers, we should have to 
answer. 'We 


have no rulers; we are governed by 
bosses. 


'Liberty w'nen once encroached upon 


is all but lost. Power is ever slipping 
from the hands of the many into the 
hands of the few. 


At our election in bonds and at our 


primary election held In San Francis- 
co last August, less than 40 per cent 
of the registered voters went to the 
polls, and conspicuously 
represented 


in that 40 per rent was every boss, hop 
head, degenerate, villain, thief, ward 
heeler and criminal, all looking for 
something or working for boodle.

Committee on Judiciary of the Assem- 
bly has? sent back to the main Body 
with a recommendation that it do pass 
the McGowan bill which aims to pro- 
tect the people from the 
deception 


and rob"bery of what has been styled 
'Get-Rich-Quick" 
concerns. 
This 


measure relates to the sale of bonds, 
certificates, tontines, etc., and to con- 
duct the business of the sale of such 
instruments. 
It was prepared by an 


attorney of San Francisco who has ta- 
ken a leading part in the movement 
showing up the methods of the Realty 
Syndicate. 
The first section provides that every 


individual, firm, or corporation doing 
business in this State in the sale or 
the placing of bonds, certificates, ton- 
tines, or debentures, shall deposit with 
the State Treasurer of the State of 
California in cash. United States, or 
State bonds, or bonds of any county, 
municipal, township, or school bonds, 
or first mortgages on unencumbered 
real estate, which together with the 
improvements thereon shall be worth 
at least double the amount of said 
bonds, certificates, etc., or such parts 
of each of the same, so that the whole 
deposit will be equal to the sum of 
one hundred 
thousand 
dollars; and 


whenever the liabilities of such bonds, 
certificates, etc.

this act or ten days after its or^ani- 
xation, shall be considered as having 
forfeited its franchise. 


Oi.-oers, agents or representatives of 
any firm of this kind who attempt, to 
sell anv of these bonds or certificates 
or who fail to comply with this bill, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemea- 
nor and may be fined not less than 
$1000 nor more than $5000. 
In the event of the failure of a firm 
or individual to comply with the pro- 
visions of this act. tne Superior Court 
shall upon the application of a creditor 
appoint a receiver and distribute the 
assets and property in liquidation of 
the concern. 
Every individual, or corporation, cov- 
ered by this act doing such business, 
snail keep a truthful record and account 
of all its 
acts, sales, 
debts, assets, 


bonds, certificates, tontines, or debent- 
ures, snowing dates of same, to whom 
and for what amout, and the liability 
on each, which records and accounts 
shall be at all times open for the in- 
spection and examination of any in- 
vestor or creditor or bank commis- 
sioner of this State, without hindrance. 
The Bank Commissioners are to have 
charge of all 
such institutions the 
same as they have over banking in- 
stitutions.
